Headed toward a predicted record total of 3.600 on-campus 
summer school stndenu. more than 8,400 had completed enroll- 
ment Wednesday. 

THK TOTAL enrollment of more than 8,800 students was pro- 
jected by Dr. E. M. Oerrlts, dean of admissions and records. This 
figure includes anticipated late enrollments and stndsuts Sttrbilllig 
in abort courses to be offered later this summer. 

As released by Qerritz, the Wednesday figures Include S.323 day 
students and 100 •vonlng studauts. 

Slightly over 2.000 of the summer enrollees are uudtrgradnate 
students, while graduates continuing their studies number close 
to 1,200. Men are maintaining their namerleal superiority over 
women on the K-State campus hy an almost exact 3-2 ratio. 

THK L.-IKQiiiHT increase among classes OGCured in the freshmen 
class, which gained more than 100 students over Isst summsr's 
total. 

Offering explanation for thiu increase, Gerritz said, "Every year 
the number of high school graduates entering the summer session 
as freshmen has Increased. The figures hers at K-Stat« certainly ro- 
fleet that increase." 

K-HTATIS HAH placed special emphasis on selling tha ralue of 
starting college a semester sarly to high school studsnts. Spsael^ss 
to graduating classes, radio commercials and prfntad Itioehnrts 
have all been employed in the project. 

Last year's total enrollment was 8,448. This was an Inersass of 
more than SfiO OVUr the previous year. 

THB l*RO#BC7rGIi 3,800 mark for this summer ranks above en- 
rollment figures for any regular semester prior to 1980. In addi- 
tion, this number is considerably more than the totals tor 1044-4 S 
when slightly over 2,000 students attended K-State.

Frtor to 1088, 
the previous record summer enrollment was established in 1948. 
That year Z,&11 studsnts spent the summer months continuing their 
studies at K-State.

BuHPrt on statistics of weather 
conditions kept for the past 50 
yearB, there is a 26 per cent 
chance for light rain on any one 
day duriuK the coming July 4th 
weekend. 

This fact was pointed out 
Wednesday by Dr. h. Dean Bark 
of the K-Stata pbyalea depart* 
Dient. 

BARK, a cllmatologlat, said 

that past weather recorda are 
iiHed to predict tbe odds of what 
the weatbor will bo on any glvon 

day. 

A cllmatologist does not. pre- 
dict the weather, hnt only as- 
sesses the chances of what will 
happen based on what baa hap- 
pened .in past years. 

The K-State physics depart- 
ment is an official weather re- 
porting station for tbe city. 
Other stations are at tbe air- 
|)(>rt. the agronomy farm and 
Tuttle Creek State Park. 

HKCORtm ARE made of tem- 
perature, precipitation, baromet- 
ric reading and wind direction 
and sjn ed. 

In addition to local weather 
conditions, forecasts and condi- 
tions throughout the state and 
nation are received via teletype. 

Located in the fourth floor 
lobby of tbe physical science 
build inK is a bulletin board on 
which reportd from the nt^te 
weather stations are postea. 

THUS Iff PORMAHOX is avaU- 
able for nayono to aaa. Local 



forecasts are posted four times 
daily. Three times each week a 
S-day forecast is issued. 

Severe weather forecaata are 
posted on the hoard and a map 
is marked to show the actual 
bogndaries of the severe weather 
areas. Wfehlta and Topeka 
radar reports of storm activity 
are also available. 

Reports on highway conditions 
are made regularly. A student 
wanting to take a weekend trip 
may go to the physical science 
building and note which high- 
ways have been cloaed or aire 
basardouH and what the waatbar 
eondltlona will be. 

Police Discourage

We Bat down and bad onrselves a good laugh last 
Ttuirsday when we hMurd the K<6tvte flolUMl^ilf SioHiilloin 
liad SiB«B UgM ttpitoin to college status. 

But then we realized that this unenlightened action 
on the part of the University administration and the 
Kansas Board of Regents was too serious to laugh about. 

TKtEf the School of Education Is one of the largest, 
numbers wise, in the University with 1,800 studenU pur- 
suing teacher educsUon. 

Also tms, b^li seAool teachers are bighljr in danand. 
HowevWt tlie demand for elementary school teachers has 
been met, so ra.id K-State Placement Center Director and 
teacher job getting siiecialist Roland Swaim last week. 

In the same report Dr. Swaim said the supply of sec- 
ondary school teachers is rapidly catching up with tbe 



ft ISmid to IIS K'Atate does not need ft College of 
Education to get more stadents tbrongh tbe system flsster 

In order to meet a high demand. 

If we are to place any trust in the predictions of a 
professional placement officer, by the time the College 
of Education gets on its feet there will be no great de- 
mand for Its product. 

ANOTHER possible reason for making education a 
college is that the action might make for more efficient 
administrative problem solving. 

In our opinion, the most efficient way to deal with 
tbe administrative problems of the sdacation seliool is to 
abolish It eompletoly. 

All of the education students we havo talked to, and 
tliat'H (luite a few, agree that everything they have learned 
ill their years in the K-State education school could easily 
be taught in less than ten hours of comprehensive survey. 

W£ AHK these students why they stay in education. 
"Because it's etasy/' is the ^toal answer we get. A few 
do say however, that they goiuiiiely want to be teachers 
and that completion of 20 hours of mickey mouse 
courses in education is the only way to get a teachers 
certificate." 

On this point we may be accused of Hyman Rlckover- 
ism, that is — criticism of that which is outi^e our ftold. 
We know of at least one education professor who spends 

so much time deriding Hyman Rickover for criticizing 
education tlint thv prof forgets to teach his subject. The 
old jirof thou ki'ei)H liis wtudents enthralled with 45 minute 
lectures on such subjects as; midnight furnace repair and 
his wife's delicious apple strudel. 

WE MSIiIfiin students oouM spend their time more 
valuably by reading Unde R«mus than listening to tripe 

like this. 

Indeed another education instructor of our acquaint- 
ance ran out of subject matter four weeks before final 
week last semester and was beside himself looking for 
busywork to assign to his class.

K-State ail-Americans don't fade away; they remain 
here to perpetuate Wildcat athletics forever and ever. 
SomeUmeB tt takes a bit of doing on the part of our «x- 
alted aidminitftfation — both ta iitern and Aadorton-^ 
though. 

Take, for instance, the case of Ernie Barrett. 

Ernie, ex-all America eager, Boston Celtic, assistant 
coach and present assistant athletic director, was offered 
the athletic directorship at Wichita State University, a 
young hut ap^nd-ooming little Inilltutlon unowned- for 
Its talented baidtsthall teams. 

It would have been quite a plum for a man who has 
spent the last several years as an assistant, even though 
he is of top echelon caliber. Barrett's going to Wichita, 
however, would have meant all sorts of divisions of loyal- 
ties, accuestions of one ^te scbool "raiding" another's 
staff andt most of all, losing the key man in K-State's 
ettorts to raise the money to build a new stadium. 

Barrett turned down the job after reported talks with, 
among other people, President James A. McCain, who 
favors the new stadium as long as funds for it don't come 
from tax money. Barrett reportedly Is getting, a $S,0<N} 
sialary boost, whieb will bring bis total pay to |16,000 a 
year. 

Wichita, by the way, hired Noah Allen its new AD 
for an estimated $12,000. 

Will Matuszak Peddle Tickets? 

But apparently the money angle wasn't the only 
thing that it took to keep Ernie from taking a job he 
richly deserves. In order to free him for work in gather- 
ing stadium funds, Don 
Matuszak was hired last 
week to help maintain lia- 
son — ^there's a term for you 
— with Wildcat clubs across 
the state. 

Matuflsak was an all- 
conference basketball guard 
atifl captain of the 1959 No. 
1-ranked Wildcats. He 
played on the same team 
with now-assistant coach 
Roy Dewitz In 1957-S8. 
Barrett was asslsant coach 
then. 

The hiring of Matuszak 
raises another question; 
How can athletics afford to 
create a new position when 
It has its hand out to anyone who will listen — including 
alumni, students and the Apportionment Board — tn ef- 
Jorts to raise money for operating expenses? 

On one hand, the athletic department might not be 
in as bad a shape as everybody thinks. On the other, it 
might be that Matuszak will replace Bob Baker, assistant 
track coach and ticket manager. 

Baker is leaving K-State to go into public relations 
work for a Kansas City bank. He made known his plans 
before Matuszak was hired, so it may be a shift in duties 
rather than the addition of new position. 

There's one fly in the ointment, though. Who is go- 
ing to take over the ticket manager's duties? There Is 
not much possibility of Hatussak Inheriting the |ob, ac- 
oording to athletic department sources. An assistant track 
coach is nice, but not a life-or-death necessity. A ticket 
manager is. however, a life-or-death necessity.

The rest t,: the landscape was 
covered by tall blueatem grass 
and sunflowers. According to 
record from that time, the grass 
in tbe valley was tall Mongh to 
bend over and tie above the 
head of a man on horseback. On 
the hills, the grass was shorter. 

Material for the only bous'-s 
in the young town was brought 
along on the steamboat by the 
groiip frcm Cincinnati. Tbe rest 
of the seuiers lived la "abaker" 
shacks — made from split tree 
trunks — until they were able 
to afford the time and money 
to balM better homes.

Fortitudinous Cogs New College Defended; 

Editor's Hands Slapped 



We are willing to overlook the illogicalness of Mr. 
Hoffniatib' attempt to relate Hitler's extermination of 
millions of Jews and American Foreign Policy lA Viet- 
nam to the enrollment procedure at K-Stat«, beoiiilai (feeae 
are problems whlcb deserve consideration. 

HOWEVKK, we consider the letter which appeared 
in the July 1 Collegian an insult to the invitation to offer 
a solution to the problem. Instead of offering any kind 
of solutions to the ^'situation" outlined in the letter 6t 
June 24, the letter of July 1 ooMialed of a series of derer 
little wtttlttoms which did Uttle more than ooavey an 
apparratly negative attitude. 

We contend that the "more perceptive K-State tour- 
ist" will not (1) accept defeat by forsalting the pursuit 
of a university degree; (2) transfer to Baker University, 
thus turning the Baker Universities into K-State Ex- 
presses; (3) be forced into wing as crutehea soich iHnmses 
as idooholism, drag addtetiefi, etc.; nor (#> will he have 
to bombard the Ooileglan with space consuming trivia. 

If it's not inconceivable, we would like to offer as 
a solution to some of the problems facing college students, 
the traditional and perhaps trite problem-solver known 
as hard work and self application mixed with an appro- 
priate amount of Intestinal fortitude. 

YfE F££L this to be a much more effective means of 
dealing with the problems which arise during the course 
of earning a degree, than wallowing in the muck of self- 
pity. We admit that this kind of advice has less appeal 
for Che present generation than the kind of advice which 
suggests to the student that be range around until he 
finds a jirofessor who, in addition to having a boring class, 
"has it in for him," and some kind of abstract administra- 
tive machinery which is trying to thwart his creative 
ability, and appoints these factors as the real cause for his 
failure. 

It has been our exiMrience that at K-^tate, as well 
as other nniventfties, very seldom does anyone give the 

student anything. On the other hand, we have never 
knuwn ot a SluOeuCe boms denied ftnyttkiii« whloh hm 

earned. 

' THIS IS NOT to imply that we are aaUafied with 
every aspect of K-4itole, or the Asierloaa U«iv«rsity Sys- 
tem. Indeed, it is a certainty that we, in addition to many 

university officials, would agree with the letter as to the 
existance of certain problems at K-State. 

However, if we understand the reasoning set forth 
in the letter, the ultimate solution to K-State 's problem 
is the transformation of the "oogs" into *'flelf-4etermined 
individuals," which will ta turn force the "medianics" to 
change the "machine" into a "society wher« ^slear, oalm, 
and open discourse can prevail". 

We "cogs", as 1 am sure do the "mechanics," need 
more than clever, but meaningless, generalizations to 
help us obtain this ntopla.— Robert Smith 
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Editor: 

When I read year degrogatory. biased and 
sitnationally tsnorant oplDlon in July 1 edition 
of ttie Collegian. I wondered if you are really that 
bitter an individual, or if you merely are taking 
a "last pvneh" at the edueational instffevtiea ttat 
baa (I believe though it ik debatable in ymut 
oaae) apparently served you quite adeqaataly 
stmply beeanae yon are a senior. I am idao, aaA 
I don't feel thla bitterneaa aad doaire ta *%tta tbe 
hand that feed» me". 

I, first of all, question the statement that the 
supply of teacbera la rapidly catching np wtdi ffea 
demaad. Hava yon and Dr. Swaim ever heard «i 
the population explosion? If you have, I can 
hardly tmlieve that you could disregard the fad 
thai a baby la bora every eleven aeoawda la fta 
United States. The post-war bahy generation is 
now at the marriageable and child-bearing age, 
and I am aare that dlaconntlng any continental 
catastrophe thara are always going to be children 
to educate in great quantities. In my opinion, the 
statement concerning tbe surplus of teacbers in the 
tntare te more of a valve judgment than a taet. 

As to the statement of Mr. Morris that all tbe 
edtirational training could be taught in a com- 
prehensive ten hours — this is poslble; however, I 
mlgbt add that at the praaant time soma re-evalua- 
tion of Kdueational Psychology I and Elducatlonal 
Psychology II la andar consideration by the Educa- 
tion faculty. I would not aay that Ae twenty 
boura of educational baeksronnd Is "miekeiy 
mouse". Would Mr, Morris, as a prospective par- 
ent, want someone to instruct his child who hadn't 
been trmlned as to bow to baadle In^vldual dif- 
ferences, individual goi^t attitudes or problems 
of his child? I think ba would not even consider 
tbat If be reeonsMared bla entbuslastlc and some- 
what nitagirtdad enargtaa. 

As tu llie criticiHtn of tlip instrttCtor who talked 

about his wife's apple atmdel aad bis lack of or- 
ganisation, I would baattate to imply that this 
problem of complacent and indifference prevailed 
only in the K-8tate College of Education. I suspect 
that from my own ezparience it exists in many 
Other oollHfoa an tMs eaaipw; hewevar. I will not 
be so impulsive as Mr. Morris and make the blunt, 
degrogatory, and uninformed value Judgment that 
It axlats In the Dapartntfant of Tecbnloal Marnal- 
ism simply bacaaaa I was told by a fellow atndent. 
Mr. Morris have you taken an education course 
at K-State? Please take one and then comment. 

Aa^ to Mr. Morris's statement about tbe College 
of Education being a havpu for dropouts and free 
riders, I beg to differ with him. If he would 
consult the catalog, he would find that It requires 
a 2.6 srade avaraga in the teaching tieM and 2.2 
overall grade averaca fw all course work. I might 
say at this point, ttat my field is Secondary Edu- 
eatlMi— ^jrsleal selance. I have taken soma of 
the so-named courses that Mr. Morris says aren't 
required math, physics, literature, English and 
language. 

I would like to say at this point that I am 
sure I have more hours in chemistry, physics, and 
mathemaiics than Mr. Morris or possibly any of his 
"croataa" who helped bias write thla article. I 
think in tht' future. Mr. Morris that you should 
refrain from such blistering criticism of the Edu- 
cation departasMit antU you have the facta "straight 
from the horaa'k MMftt** aat from the atataroom 
of the Union. 

In closing, I would like to say that t^e only ac-

I do not believe that Mr. Hoffman s intended 
to equate the goals with the methods of the uiU 
verslty, nor did he intend to equate the goals of 
the mn/imn^ with tiMaa of atOar H«ler or tiM 
U.S. military establishment, merely because of the 
"close affinity" of their methods. Despite their 
stmllarltlee In an "organised and eftlctont man- 
ner " uf processing large numbers of persons, tbe • 
end of the dem^ogue or military is the produc- 
tion of an unthinking, emotional response; while 
the purpose of tiia natveratty la the creation of a 
critical and Intellectual responae which ffiiidaa the 
emotions of Its graduates. 

THE IXTK.NTS and purposes Of these differ- 
ent tneMtntlone «re vaaHy dlttere^ and eannot ha 

equated; and because this is true, the means by 
which these enda are achieved cannot be con- ^ 
sidered Isdlscrimfnatsly. An aeatyiene toreb' ia^plK 
useful both to the safe-craiAer and to the w^Mtori' 
the destructive nature of Its criminal use cannot 
negate the constructive aspects of its legitimate 
use. In Ilka manner, tbe ends o( ^te nntvwalty 
will vindicate or diaa^w the maana by wlUolit 
they are attained. 

Thus, tbe question which must he answered 
Is whether the present meana ot administration 
and education (e.g., a large-scale, depersonalized 
production-line registration) is incompatible with 
the highest Ideals of education, whether they in- 
nately produce an IBM-student who is uncritical 
and dehumanizt'd, or whether this automated reg- 
istration and classroom procedure is merely a 
convenient — and neoMsary — ^teol whieh nltimat^y 
frees the student from a time-consuming mechani- 
cal process, and allows him to spend more time 
In the library or with his profeaaors In the pur- 
suit of active, critical knowledge. 

I, PGR ONE, have faith that the typical K- 
State student is intelligently alert; he is not an un- 
critical mass of protoplasm, fatalistically subject 
to. every stimulus In his environment. The cur- 
rent condemnation of the multiversity seems to 
stem from a philosophy of environmental deter- 
minism In which the amoelMMtndant baa no ra- 
tional capacity, no independent self-will, and no 
control of himself nor his surroundings. 

The intelligent student is not such a creature, 
fife ean objectify reallBa the rale ot tbe ant»* 
mated registration process, accepting it as a see- 
essary and desirable tool for the efficient process- 
ing of mechanical details — not of persons. He 
then need not become just like the proeaaa, tor 
he has a choice and the ability to choose. He can 
slide into unthinking ways; but he may also choose 
to tnvest the tta« aavad by tbe more atflelmt 
automation to exploit the library or "pick the 
brains" of his profesamra. The stndent. not the 
system, determines whether be ia a robot or a 
tMnkar.

of seasons. 

Herb Dallas, a catcher who transfered to K-State 
from New Mexico when Bob Brasher was hired as coach, 
is with the team.

Semi-Pro — Amofeur or Not? 

Semi-pro baseball is an interesting thing to try to 
figure the straight story on. It's ranks are composed 
mAinly of collegiate players and OTer-the-hill minor and 
nmjor lei^^iiers. 

It is still not completely clear to this writer just ex- 
actly what the payoff for everybody is. The teams do get 
prizes in the form of substantial cash purses for plac- 
ing in the tournaments. 

The ex-prof esisonals, especially those who have only 
recently played in the big leagues, are definitely getting 
a i^od salary— whether it be in the form of a job with the 
sponsor Of the team, expense money or an out-4Uid<«ut 
payoff. 

■ J- But the question is: do collegiate athletes get paid 
a™^ if so, are they endangering their amateur status by 
doing so? Legitimate expense money and salary for work- 
ing for the sponsor are complexly above board, but is 
splitting a cash purse for winning a tourney '^irithin the 
limits of amateurism? 

It's too bad that such questions should arise, for semi- 
pro baseball is the best thing in the world for collegiate 
baseballers. It gives them a chance to play and to learn 
from talented players — players who. In many cases, have 
had major league or high minor league ei^rience. 

Sports Is a. funny thing. It*s main idea Is healthful 
competition. But then the exploiters step in and all of a 
sudden the game is not a game at all — it becomes big 
business and the promoters profit while the athlete is sit- 
ting around wondering if he is eligible to compete because 
he doesn't know if he Is considered an amateur or not.

Kangaroo Court-Strangely Illogical 



We do not tndcffstaad tit p»tli of logie tint jmUce 
at K-State follows. 

Consider several cases brought before Tribunal tbis 

past year: 

• IN OCTOltlilii five students were placed on proba- 
tion by the kangaroo court without being tried In a court 
of law for stealing watennelons. 

• In January, lAtry Sayler, MED Jr, and WlUlam 
Shaw, ItBD So, were accused of aiwm in the burning of 
tlie University Auditorium. Thoy were suspended from 
classes by University administrators (or being actmscd of 
arson. Atoinlstrators were lucky that the two were even> 
tmlly convicted. 

Since the ease never got to Tribunal we conclude that 
In cases of any consequence University adminlsliatoni 
evidently have little trust in the Itangaroo court. 

• IN MAI{('II two students were merely accused of 
stealiug textbooks and our kangaroo court placed them 
OR prMwtkMi. Tbis same accusation resulted in many 
students being placed on probatlan by the eoH^ce emnt 
that has no legal basis for existance, 

• In April two Students were placed on probation foir 
traffic violations. 

• On May 26, three students, Robert Con grove, AGR 
So; Phil Iiaurie, PBM So; and Gary Axe. GEN So, were 
suspended from classes until the fall of 1969 for being 
chai^^d with stealing sweatshirts. The three were sub- 
sequently convicted in county court of petty larceny, sen- 
tenced to HO days in jail and fined $25 each. 

IK ANNlKJNCIPiiji their deciHion to suspend the then 
accused sweatshirt thieves, the kangaroo court said that 
even if the three were acquitted in a court of law, Tri- 
bunal would not change Its decision. 

Bvidently the college kiddie Justices hare no trust in 
American jurlsimidence. 

• But, consider the case of one George Andrews, SED 
Jr. Andrews, secretary of Interfraternity Council (IFC), 
was arrested and charged May 10, with disturbing the 
peace. He was charged in connection with a booib threat 
at Thompson Hall April 21. 

('(H'NTV COI ItT records show that Andrews' bond 
waH posted by Associate Dean of Students and IFC adviser 
Ralph Prusok, 



Aadtewa* trial was ariglaally s^«diiied for Jsne 4, bnt 

the eaae has been cmiilnMfk for an indefinite period at 
the request of his attorney Charles Arthur of Manhattan, 
who is also a Kansas State Senator. 

It seems strange to us that Andrews was never brought 
before Trlbnnid for being accused of a bomb threat, while 
naagr other atodents last year were ^aeed on prol^aition 
by the kaagam eowt lor Ming accused of less mtIcnis 
crimes. 

THE COA't'LUSION we draw from the administrative 
handling of the Andrews case is that at K-State it is who 
you know that counts when the heat Is on. 

We brieve that If K-State is going to have a kangaroo 
co«ft^ ttsB tiHit oowt timtM use the same logie in deattng 



But, we strongly advocate that the University adminis- 
tration take a searching look at Tribunal and its useful- 
ness.

It is unfortunate that Mr. Morris does not think 
as clearly about paclflam and paeltiato as he dew 
about the College of Education. It may be that 
some (or all) pacifists are cowards but Mr. Morris 
might Just as well have left out **we wonder" in 
the laat sentence of last week's editorial In view 
of his value-loaded words ("aelf-rlghtamn," 
"frothy-mouthed"). 

ilPPBC^llIATBLT enough he did leave out 
the question mark, indicating that subconsciously 
at least he was making the statement: some 
pacifists are cowards. 

Actually the draft has no relevance to most 
of K-State's pacifists — for one reason or another 
most of them are not potential cannon-fodder. 
Ob the ottor hand ttoat who are eligiU* are the 
bravest amongst us — and probably braver than 
the average GI. Mr. Morris obviously does not 
haTe the Imagliiatlon to reatlie that it takes nioee 
courage to swim against the tide than with it; 
more to ftwe the future with a draft card indi- 
cating CO. atatua than to Indulge oneHi MoodTast 
machine gunning Vietcong and napalm bombing 
villages "saapected to eontain Vietcong" (and 
known to certain civilian men. women and chR- 
dren). 

THK MOST courageous are those who refuse 
to co-operate at all with the immorality of the 
draft law. Tkese fttce priaon aentencee ot np ^o 
5 years (at present: months to 3 years depend- 
ing on the Judge), la several cases these young 
man have been Incarcerated In maximum aecnrlt; 
prlaona and their fellow convicts bave been in- 
formed of their "crime" and allowed to make lite 
as difficult as possible for them. Certainly, in 
view ^ the easualty rates of the war In Vietnam, 
the realistic course would be to accept the draft 
• — or better still volunteer for advanced R.O.T.C. 
and hope tor a rem^eeheton Je%. 

It is unfortunately true that many young men 
do not think about the moral conaeqiuences ot 
war nntil the draft im imminent. This Is haidty 
surprialns In a country In which killing and tor- 
ture in the name of our idealogy la not only taken 
for granted — It is glorified. 

The Central Oeanslttee for Cenaclentioas Ob- 
jectors is currently attempting to mmtrtome^fn^f 
dtflealty by informing high setool aealors ot 
memi and legal iaavea — tot of eanrae Is faced 
with strong reactions from those "self-righteons, 
Crothy-mouthed" militarists who look back on 
their war-time roles with such nostalgia that they 
are hllnd to the realiUes of modern life.

Take the examples of George Unseld and aU-American 
Gale Sayers, who got thrown in jail because of an un- 
lawful sit-in at the University of Kansas, Or Missouri's 
Johnny Kolaud, who got caught stealing tires. Or Joe 
tk)n Loonecr, whose insubordination got «o bad that even 
bis treraen^Kis football prowess «o>al(lii*t keep btm on the 
#kl|ifcoaia UniTersity team. 

Or, coming back home again, what about the extremely 
talented basketball player K-State last bt^rase be<OIMldn*t 
even follow, much less lead? 

' No, Mr. Dudley, a wholesome campaign to make ath- 
letes the leaders of our nation's campuses is not the 
answer to the **beatnik problem." Let us rather band the 
reiiis of leadersblp to qnaltftod penons— 4)e tbsy athlatoa 
or beatniks or just the guy who lives across the ball. 

A single quality does not qualify a person as a leader, 
just as a single talent does not qualify one as an athlete. 
If a man is a leader — be he athlete or ditchdigger — let 
bim lead. If not. don't mess up him or bis followers by 
ibrcing leadersbip upon him.

By JIBu4iDE OYiSKAS 
OdU^Imi Staff Writer 
Increased graduate enrollment 
in nearly all universities over the 
last two years represents the re- 
nectlon ot certain national 
phmoamiM, says Dr. Jolia Lott 
Brown, Dtam ot tte Oradw^ 
Sehool. 

•♦Olfl!! OF tliese," Brown ex- 
plained, "is the increasinB 
need tor an advanced degree to 
eonpete for slgnitlcant job*. 
National population increase also 
has a direct effect on the ris- 
iBC school iiopiilattoii at all 
Ipveltk inclodimg Qraditatfl 
ieliool. 

"Tbta tt ampltfted by the 
0p«ater rate of Increase of the 
ybnnger, school-age popula- 
tion." 

BBOWN pointed out that the ' 
Graduate School enrollment of 
1,259 students last fall repre- 
sented an IncrMse of about 28 
p«r cent over the previous year. 
If this rate continues, the Gradu- 
ate School population can he 
expeetad to double tn throe or 
tour years. 

"One of the important prob- 
lems confronting American edu- 
cation is not the achievement of 
growth, but rather the control 
of it," Ilrown said. 

AT PKKHfiNT, there are 71 
major fields for tbe nuster'a 
d^ree and SI tor Uw Pb.D., 
Brown said. 

- Students who wish to work 

In complex fields must begin by 
testing and demonstrating their 
ablUttei during their under- 
gradnate days in order to qualify

Some people may prefer to do 
fradaate work at the same uni- 
Torsity they recetTe tbetr bach- 
elor desree, while others pre- 
fer to change schools tor gradu- 
ate work tn order to obtain new 
points of vipw and broader per- 
spectives. Brown naid. 

DEAN BROWN assumed his 
duties in the Qraduate School in 
January. He was formerly di- 
rector of the graduate training 
program ia physiology at the 
Vslyerelty of PenntylTanla 
Medical School. 

He epent oiijb year on the re- 
•eareh staff of the Neurological 
Institute ot the University ot 
Freiburg in Went Oermany. 

A 1945 GRADUATE of Wor- 
cester Polytechnic Institute, 
Brown alto holds an M.A. de- 
gree from Temple University 
and a Ph.D. from Columbia 
UnlTerslty. 

Dean Brown is author or co- 
author of more than 50 tech- 
nical articles and chapters In 
books. HlB recent work in- 
cludes a number of chapters in 
Vision and Visual Perception 
Which will be published soon.

K-SUte'a third tour-week In- 
Btttnte on "fundamental Radi- 
ation Shielding Problems as Ap- 
plied to Naclear Defense Plan- 
olng" concluded Friday. 

The Instltnie was designed to 

bring participants to the fore- 
front of knowledge in aspects 
of radiation shielding studies re- 
lating to nuclear detense plan- 
-jilng. 

This Is the third year the pro- 
gram has been at K-State. 

Staff members for the Insti- 
tute were drawn trom among 
the world's best authorities in 
the field and included Ur. Liew 
Spencer, pr<»fe(iHor of physics at 
Ottawa University and chairman 
of the Office of Civil Defense 
Advisory Committee. Spencer 
was the principal lecturer for 
tbe Institute. 



Much of the four weeks was 
spent on a 180-aere Vniversity- 
owned plot 9i land w«st of Man- 
hattan. 

The principal structure on the 
site is a 20 X 20-foot blockhouse, 
with basement, trailt of 8-4ncb- 

thick concrete blocks. These 
blocks were laid without mortar 

to provide the required flexi- 
bility (or different blockhouse 
configurations in the future. 

The blockhouse is designed so 
that there are no cracks through 
which direct radiation can pm^B- 
trate. 

A 5,000 square foot concrete 
slab located adjacent to this 
blockhouse serves both as a pad 
and as an extremely flat sur- 
face for experiments. 

This flat surface is essential 



for plaeement of a mlie-long sec 
tlon of polyethylenA tvbiii^ « ^ 
vtaieh ean be laid out orar • 

20,000 aqua re-foot area. 

Other structures constructed 
on tbe concrete pad are a foz- 
hole, two dneto, two SMoot 
towers, a steel model of tk» 
blockhouse and a steel compart- 
mentation model. These experi- 
mental facilities provide the 
means for conducting expert 
ments to confirm radiation 
shielding thoMles and ealeulai- 
tlon. 

Experimental operations on 
the K-State Nuclear Shielding 
Facility are licensed by tho 
United States Atomic Bnergy 
Commission and approved by 
the K-State Radiation Safe^ 
■ Committee.

The 12-StateF Oovemorti* Com-" 
mittee on Transportation came 
up with a new proposal to re- 
duce mldwestem freight rates 
on wheat and flour at its meet- 
ing last Monday and Tuesday 
tn Kansas City, Mo. 

The proposals were that rail- 
road freight rates he reduced 
to a minimum ot 14.8 cents 
from 30.9 cents a hundredweight 
on wheat and wheat flour ship- 
ments to 4f destinations In the 
Southeast. These were pre- 
sented to the railway representa- 
tives present with the COBUBlt- 
tee at the meeting. 

K'StATB PRBSmKHT James 
McCain, chairman ot the com- 
mittee, said the proposals were 
prepared by a contmittae of the 
National r.rain Producers, 
Handlers, and Processors As- 
sociation. 

McCain said in order that the 
12 states concerned might com- 
pete favorably with the East and 
West, "we askwl the flour mill- 
ing repreaentatlvea to prepare 
their suggested freight ratM." 

**WE ARE recommending the 
railroads adopt the rate modi- 
fications proposed. We are not 
asking them to ship flour at a 
loHH," McCain said. 

McCain was happy with the

A Positive Policy Conflict Yields Dim Light 



For Potted Habits 

The recently proposed change in K-State's drinking 
policy is a |>ositive step toward reaching a parallel be- 
t^^eeu the University's codeij a,nU policies and the attitudes 
of today's society. 

WE BSUEVE the proposal ts a definite improve- 
nient over the existing policy. A University drinking 
policy whicb coincides with state law is only fair 'and 
logical. 

Under present policy students may not drink at Bocial 
functions. The new ruling will permit students of legal 
dfinkl&g age to obtaiii a social permit' for off-campus 
functions at which alcholic beveraseB may 1m coniitiiied. 

HOWETEB» the effeotlreness of any policy which is 
more restrictive than state law is highly questioned. 
Whether or not it can even be enforced remains to be 
tested. 

In the past students have generally ignored Univer- 
sity polfoy, and most have gotten away witb it Many 
students will see no reason to obtain a peimlt to drink 
since they have been drinking at social fonctlons without 

one. 

The new policy states tliat "evidence of intoxication 
will be considered a serious offense," and offenders may 
be brought before Tribunal* We wonder if students will 
be dragg9d oul of pubs every night 

ISSEKTIALLY, the effectiveness of the policy de- 
pends almost entirely upon the student's willingness to 
al^ide by It. But regardless of whether or not such a policy 
can bo onfoi'ced, the proposal is a much more realistic 
approach to a common occurance. 

We commend Student Senate and Faculty Senate for 
approving the proposal. President Jiunes A. McCain's 
approval is now necessary for the policy to become ef- 
fective, and we strongly urge that the president take this 
positive, progressive and logicsal step. — Mike Lowe

Among the various ways of precipitating ac- 
tion is tbe creation of tension and conflict. Tbere 
has been conalderable ui« of tbla derloe hf tbe 
BumaMT Collegian. It is a method favored bjr 
certain of the ideologies 'current on the contem- 
porary world Bcene. It usually leads to action; 
rebuttal in like terms leading to counter-rebuttal, 
considerable generation of heat, but little "light." 

The method of cooperation, be it at the con- 
ference table or tete-a*tete dlacutslon, Is preferred 
by the other dominant ideology. Cooperation naa- 
ally Involves fact-finding, a willingness to delay 
judgment until both sides of any issue are ax> 
amined, and a propensity toward wamtk ud 
understanding without vindictlveness. Coopera- 
ttva investigation of lasnes always results in, at 
laaiA, mntaal iiBdarstaadliia and almost always In 
positive action where all parties Involved have a 
sincere desire for underHtanding and progress. 

It Is unfortunate, that in this process of manu- 
facturing confiictH, a dichotomy of administration 

vs. attidentu has been created at K-Stat«. That 
such a dichotomy does not exist could be attested 
to by a myriad of other members of the Uni- 
versity community, who espouse "light" instead 
of "heat" as the result of their cooperative efforts 

to ffnd tm&. 

Certain tenets of pscbologlcal theory as It ap- 
pHph espfcialty to psychothprapy hold that in 
certain clinical cases individualij who are incapable 
of dsTalopins warm, poaitlve, interpersoiMil rala- 
tionships use the device of conflict as their "modus 
operandi" for developing "sate" relatlonsbips. 
Canfllct ts "safe" & aneh Indlridnala as it.«voids 
the ueceBsfty of normal, warm, and human posi- 
tive Interactions, and requires no real personal 
commitment. One wonders whether theory fits 
ovr local praettee?

IHB PBOFEiSSOB did met 
think summer Is Ideal for lan- 
guages, but noticed fewer fail- 
ures in freshman chemistry 
then because smart students 
cat^h up fairly well with the 
fast pace of summer.
